tered out of service October 23d of the 
sam e year. H e was a private soldier. 
H on. S. O. H o u g h t o n was a member 
of the same company with M u r r a y . 
One by one we are going.” 


The Kivw Channel. 


Repeated mention has been made in 
the columns of the H e r a l d of the 
condition of the river bed opposite the 
city and on several occasions we have 
endeavored to impress on the Council 
the importance of removing the ob­ 
structions which will impede the pro­ 
gress of the water as soon as tho rainy 
season sets in. 
Bars have been form­ 
ed in different localities and on these 
have sprung up rank growths of wil­ 
lows which unless removed will form 
the nucleus of obstructions th at will 
in flood times turn the water from its 
natural channel and cause overflows 
of the lower land on either hank of 
the river. 
Much dam age will result 
to property in consequence. 
W e are 
informed that a few hundred dollars 
expended in removing these bars now 
while there is comparatively but lit­ 
tle water in the channel would secure 
a temporary guarantee against over­ 
flow and thus save thousands of dol­ 
lars fo r.the hundreds the improve­ 
ments will cost. Some day when we 
Tiiive discarded the penny wise and 
pound foolish system of doing things as 
now practised anfl realized the truth 
of the adage that what is worth doing 
at all is worth doing well, the people 
of Los Angeles will levee the river on 
each side for three or four miles oppo­ 
site the city. These levees will be 
made high and wide enough to render 
property secure against the possibili­ 
ty of damage by overflow. They may 
be made useful in more ways than 
one as well as an ornam ent to the city. 
Suppose they 
are made fifteen or 
twenty feet wide at the top and rojvs 
of trees planted on either side. In a 
short time they will become beauti­ 
ful drives. The trees will secure them 
against the wash and wear of the wa­ 
ter and using them for roads will pack 
them solid and keep them always in 
repair. 
We do not suppose that the 
authorities can bo induced to com­ 
mence this m uch needed work now 
but it will be undertaken and carried 
out at no distant day, and when it is 
done the lower portion of the city will 
have a guarantee against damage by 
overflow which can be secured in no 
other way. 
At present the most that 
can be hoped for is a removal of the 
obstructions in the channel and this 
is most earnestly desired by a large 
number of citizens and property hold­ 
ers. 


The City Funds. 


The Council will meet this evening, 
aud we are requested by a number of 
citizens to remind th at body that some 
arrangement should be made by which 
the city would realize something from 
the use of her money. W e are informed 
that for the next six m onths the city 
funds ought to earn for the tax-payers 
at least five hundred dollars per month. 
Three thousand dollars is quite a large 
sum to throw away these hard times. 
Tiie people expect the Council to com­ 
ply w ith the law regarding the city’s 
funds, aud we trust the members will 
this evening take some action in the 
premises. There is a general scarcity 
of money, our people are heavily 
taxed aud not a few find it difficult to 
meet the demand of the tax collectbr. 
This unsatisfactory condition of aflairs 
creates a universal desire that the 
Council will practice economy in not 
only the disbursement of the city’s 
money, hut also in realizing every 
dollar that can be legitimately earned 
from her resources. W e allude to this 
subject at the request of many tax­ 
payers, who feel th a t their burden 
would be somewhat lightened by a 
saving of live hundred dollars per 
m onth. 


Carl Schurz. 


T h e returns show that 34,374 votes 
were cast for the constitutional con­ 
vention and 24,552 against it. The 
San Francisco Ledger and 
several 
other papers claim that the conven­ 
tion is called. 
Some days since the 
H e r a l d assumed this position and 
maintained th a t if a m ajority of all the 
votes cast for and against the propo­ 
sition were found to be in its favor 
the convention was called. In re­ 
sponse a correspondent of the Express* 
cited law which lie held required that 
a majority of all the votes cast at the 
general election m ust be for the con­ 
vention in order to secure the meas­ 
ure. There is sometimes a wide dif­ 
ference between the letter of the law 
and the spirit of the law and though 
the statute m ay read as quoted by the 
Express 
correspondent; it is more 
than probable that the man wh o 
framed that particular section intend­ 
ed it to mean a majority of all the 
votes cast on the measure should he 
accepted as an expression of the peo­ 
ple in its favor. A decision on the 
point however must come from a tri­ 
bunal that is opposed to convention 
and we may rest confident that car­ 
ried or cot carried no convention will 
be called. 


C a r l Sc h u r z is one of the ablest 
speakers and most convincing reason- 
ers in the United States. 
At no pe­ 
riod of his public life has he given 
more convincing proofs of his orator­ 
ical and argum entative powers than 
within the past few weeks. 
It is now 
generally conceded th a t the Republi­ 
can victory in Ohio is due to the ef­ 
forts of S c h u r z alone, aud what is 
remarkable he did not m ake these 
efforts so much iu behalf of the Re­ 
publican ticket as in opposition to a 
measure incorporated in the Demo­ 
cratic platform. 
H is strong argu­ 
ments against inflation turned the 
scale and sent A l l e n to tho shades of 
private life, from which it is more 
th an probable he will never again 
emerge. 
It was S c i i u r z who drew 
from the Democratic ranks thousands 
of German votes and enrolled them on 
the side of hard money and non-divis­ 
ion of the public school funds. 
He 
is just the man to make an effectual 
campaign in a contest such as that 
waged in Ohio. 
A non-party man, he 
is the more able to deal with questions 
and issues as they are, and not as par­ 
ties present them. 
Holding no affili­ 
ation with eitherof the two great par­ 
ties of the day, he is free from partizan 
glamour and approves and denounces 
the good and bad measures of both 
political organizations. He is not an 
office-seeker, and the daze of party 
aggrandizement neither clouds nor 
warps his mental vision. The opinion 
of no man in the nation is entitled to 
more weight on the currency question 
than that of Sc h u r z . H e has care­ 
fully studied the issue and as carefully 
studied the temper of the people on 
that issue, and he does not believe the 
inflation contest is over yet. The 
feeling in its favor is strong in the 
West and is confined to no particular 
party or locality. 


I t is said th at the only thing to 
which inflation adds a charm is Bal- 
briggan hcse. 


I f the Bresideut aud Z a c k (.’h a n ­ 


d l e r supposed that the storm of in­ 
dignation raised l>y the appointment 
of the latter to a place in the Cabinet 
would soon spend its fury and leave 
a clear sky and all serene, they were 
m istaken in the temper of the press, 
and the people. The columns of our 
Eastern exchanges are filled w ith ed- 
itorialsand communications condemn­ 
ing the act of the President iu appoint­ 
ing Z a c k and denouncing Z a c k him ­ 
self a s a man morally and socially un­ 
fit for the position. 
As a mere expres­ 
sion of the will of the people these 
articles are well enough but it is ex­ 
pected they will induce the President 
to revoke the appointm ent or compel 
C h a n d l e r to resign the object will 
not be attained.

Manufacture of Paper. 


Of the 1,300,000,000 hum an beings 
inhabiting the globe, 360,000,000 have 
no paper nor writing material of any 
kind; 500,000,000 of the Mogolian race 
use a paper made from the stalks and 
leaves of plants; 10,000,000 use for 
graphic purposes tablets of wood; 130,­ 
000,000. the Persians Hindoos, A rm e­ 
nians and Syrians—have paper made 
from cotton, while the rem aining 300, 
000,000 use the ordinary staple. The 
annual consumption by this latter 
num ber is estimated at 1,800,000,000 
pounds or average of six pounds to 
the person, which has increased from 
two and a half pounds during the last 
fifty years. To produce this am ount 
of paper 200,000,000 pounds of woolen 
rags, 800,000,000 cotton rags, besides 
great quantities of linen rags, straw, 
wood and other materials are yearly 
consumed. The paper is manufac­ 
tured in 3,960 paper mills, employing 
90,000 male and 180,000 female labor­ 
ers. 
The proportionate amounts of 
the different kinds of paper are stated 
to be: Of writing paper, 800,000,000 
pounds of printing paper, 900,000,000 
pounds of wall 
paper, 
400,000,000 
pounds of cartoons, blotting paper Ac. 


A Very Ancient Wall in Mississippi. 


About eighteen miles from Port 
Gibson and one mile from Brandy­ 
wine Springs, on the place of Mr. O’- 
Quin, the existence of a great num ber 
of blocks of cut stone has been known 
for an indefinite time, and the people 
of the neighborhood have used them 
for props for their 
houses. James 
Gage Jr. went out there a few days 
ago to explore, and had a specimen 
stone brought into town. 
It is about 
three feet long by about tw enty inch­ 
es square, resembling in shape a bar 
of soap. 
It is probably a native sand­ 
stone. 
Mr. Gage took this block him ­ 
self from beneath the roots of a large 
pine tree. 
It formed a portion of a 
wall about tw enty feet broad on the 
top, which Mr. Gago traced for a dis­ 
tance of two hundred and fifty yards. 
The inference that one would natural­ 
ly draw from this superficial view is 
th at this m ust have been a city wall, 
but deep exploration m ight show it to 
be a portion of a fort, temple or oth­ 
er building. 
A n y w a y its antiquity 
is probably immense,'antedating the 
history of the red m en.—Port Gibson 
Standard. 


Fighting For An Eel. 


A fight between two eagles occurred 
at Masonboro Sound a few days ago. 
A large num ber of persons were at the 
different landings along the Sound at 
the time, when their attention was at­ 
tracted to the combatants by a pierc­ 
ing cry, often repeated at short inter­ 
vals. The birds were each of the bald 
eagle species, and when first observed 
were about 200 yards above the Banks 
channel. 
One of the birds held pendent from 
his talous an enormous eel, w hich the 
other bird was endeavoring to get 
possession of. 
The bird possessing 
the eel was taken at great disadvan­ 
tage, as it required the use of his talons 
to hold his piey, which left him but 
his beak with which to ward oft’ the 
assaults of his foe. The attacking 
bird, realizing his advantage, swoop­ 
ed upon his enemy, tearing the feath­ 
ers and flesh from the back and breast 
of his opponent. 
Long and fierce the 
struggle waged. 
Each of the birds 
was of enormous size, yet one of them, 
taken at so great a disadvantage, at 
last perceived that resistance was in 
vain, and, after one despairing wail, 
released its prey. 
As the eel descended, and had nearly 
reached the water the trium phant 
bird, with victorious ory, swooped up­ 
on it, and firmly clo* ng it in its ta l­ 
ons, bore it away to the distant sand 
shoals. The struggle lasted about fif­ 
teen minutes.— Wilmington Star.

Parade and Interesting Ceremonies. 


Shorninac Tribe No. 50, Improved Or­ 
der of Red Men, had its first anniver­ 
sary celebration yesterday. The Tribe 
was organized one year ago with 57 
members, and it now numbers 112. 
The turn-out yesterday was quite a 
notable one, there being 75 in the pro­ 
cession, under the Marshulship of A. 
J. Hamilton, with Gus Katzenstein, 
A. F. McDonald and D. T. Mooney us 
Aids. Desmond’s brass band of th ir­ 
teen pieces headed the column, and 
the following line of march was ob­ 
served: Up Main street to the Plaza, 
down Main to Fourth, up Fourth to 
Fort, up Fort to First, down First to 
Spring, down Spring to Turn-Verein 
Hall. 
W hen the large audience was seated, 
Sachem L. M. H o lt in a few brief re­ 
marks announced to the pale faces 
present the object of the gathering, 
which was followed by music from the 
band, prayer by Rev. W m. H . Hill, 
and a quartette, 
“ W hen Evening 
Shades are Falling,” by F. B. F an ­ 
ning, Prof. Arevalo, (A. W . Parker and 
J. F. Mohn, with Prof. Falkenau at 
the piano. 
Sachem Holt then introduced the 
Orator of the Day, brother J. G. 
Eastm an, who delivered the following 
address: 
Worth)/ Sachem, Chief# and Brothers, 
Ladies and Gentlem en: 
During t lie period preserved to us liy 
history it has been the custom of "na­ 
tions, orders and societies to celebrate 
with appropriate festivities the anni­ 
versary of days to which particular 
importance was attached; days of or­ 
ganization or birth; days of trium ph; 
daysof deliverance; of joy; of success. 
And, sir, it is a custom honored in the 
observance. They are epoch days in 
the life of a nation or order: the m ile­ 
stones in its journey; the landmarks 
in its history; and by their celebra­ 
tion the traditions of other ages are 
perpetuated and handed down from 
generation to generation. They hind 
the centuries together in an unbroken 
chain; give voice to years gone b.y; 
m ake past and present one, and make 
the m ighty dead and mightier living 
guests at one common board. 
It is in conformity with this custom 
th at our tribe meets to-day to cele­ 
brate with those who gather round our 
council fires, as well as those unini­ 
tiated in tile mysteries of our Order, 
the anniversary of our organization as 
a Tribe. 
But one great sun has 
marked its record on the dial-plute of 
time since the first council lire of our 
Tribe was kindled. 
Then sixty m em ­ 
bers sat around its blaze; to-day one 
hundred and ten braves who bear its 
totems are following the hunt. 
It is 
usual upon such occasions that some 
insight into the purposes of the order 
should be given, and th at its history 
and traditions should be related. T hat 
so im portant a duty should not have 
been allotted to some one whose age 
and experience better fitted him for its 
performance is w ith me a m atter of 
regret. 
Perhaps ’tis easier to tell you 
w hat we are not than what we are. 
The opinion founded upon stories in­ 
dustriously circulated by envious pale­ 
faces that our Tribe contains the gen­ 
uine and original assassins of the un­ 
fortunate and beautiful Miss McL’rea 
is unfounded in fact. Among the tro­ 
phies which attest the prowess of our 
braves her scalp cannot be found. The 
broadly whispered suspicion that the 
bloody scalping knife of Tecumseh is 
worn and used by our brother, Major 
Truman, is a fiction. The base insin­ 
uation th a t the unslain Modocs are 
officers of our Tribe cannot be ju sti­ 
fied. 
And those who charge that 
the 
Shominacs 
are, 
in 
compa­ 
ny 
with 
the 
Temeculas, 
about 
to 
unearth 
the 
tomahawk 
and 
the war paint draw upon their fears 
for their facts. 
I t is not true th a t the 
walls of our wigwams would furnish 
an exhaustless resource to wig-makers 
or that small unroasted children are 
consumed at our festivals. Our wives 
neither hoe corn nor gather pine nuts, 
our children are not cradled upon the 
waving boughs of birchen trees and 
rocked by the turbulent winds, norare 
they tatooed with the totem of our 
Tribe. 
I am not the lineal descendant 
of Red Jacket, and you will require no 
proof th a t the mantle of tire tawny 
Cicero of the W estern world has not 
fallen upon m y shoulders. 
The Order of which our Tribe is a 
branch was born with and grew out of 
the same necessities giving birth to 
that greatest declaration of govern­ 
mental principles which became the 
corner-stone of Liberty’s noblest m on­ 
um ent—a free country. 
The oppres­ 
sion of England which forced organ­ 
ized revolt did not impress all the vic­ 
tims alike. There were many timid 
souls who preferred to “endure the ills 
they had than fly to others th at they 
knew not of,” and who were willing 
for possible personal* advantage and 
safety, with treachery base as hell to 
betray those witli whom they would 
gladly have been companions in suc­ 
cess, but in 
adversity and defeat, 
strangers, and, if necessary, enemies. 
I t hence became necessary th at the 
true, faithful and sturdy patriots who 
had resolved to resist oppression with 
life, fortune and honor should estab­ 
lish some organization from which 
cowards and traitors should be ex­ 
cluded, and in whose councils none 
but the honest, brave, liberty-loving 
and determined should participate. It 
also became necessary to adopt such 
signs and secrecy, such modes of rec­ 
ognition 
and 
organized action as 
should protect them from betrayal, 
surprise or defeat. To carry out such 
a purpose, and for such ends, the or­ 
ganization, whoso hunting grounds to­ 
day span a continent and whose coun­ 
cil fires illuminate half a world and of 
which our tribe is an integral part, 
was formed. 
It was an association of 
pure spirits, brave hearts and honest 
men, cemented in friendship andchar- 
ity to freedom in its highest sense. 
It 
adopted the name of thos« who had 
trod the pathless forests for centuries 
in unstained purity, holding the char­ 
ter of their freedom from the everlast­ 
ing Manitou, defended their liberty 
with their blood, wooing the icy em ­ 
brace of death rather than submitting 
to the rusty chains of slavery. 
This is, in brief, the history of the 
organization of our Order, and, keep­ 
ing step with the march of progress 
and tho enlightenm ent of the world it 
lias not become a party to the perver­ 
sion of the blessings secured by its 
founders and vouchsafed by the Great 
Spirit, but realizing that its principles 
are eternal still clings to its baptismal 
creed and teaches its young braves the 
holj’ doctrines of Friendship, Charity 
and Freedom. 
And, sir, when around our council 


fires we speak of friopdship and to it 
pledge ourselves, wltuf do we mean? 
Not the mock and sickly courtesy of 
life which comes of place or state, or 
mere association or similarity of taste, 
or pleasant acquaintance undisturbed 
by quarrel or aught of friction, which 
tlie social world lias gilded with that 
name; nor yet that which gratitude 
returns for favors done and is repaid in 
kind and canceled when favors are 
even, nor that which growsof business 
or finds its source in the obligations 
which the world imposes upon blood, 
or traces its origin to the uncertain 
spring ot passion or changing breath 
of fancy. 
Ah no! wo m ean a nobler 
thing. 
It is marriago of principles, 
the wedding of convictions, the nup­ 
tials of thought. 
“ It Is the cem ent of two m inds, 
As of one m an the soul and body is; 
Of wLilch one cannot sever but tn eo tlier 
Sutlers a needful separation.” 
“ It Is an abstract of Love's noble llame; 
’TIs love refined and purged from all Its 
dross, 
’Tis next to angel's love, If not tlie sam e; 
’TIs strong as passion is, though not so 
gross.” 
It is tlie uniting bond of intelli­ 
gence, strong as life and as immortal. 
This, and (hi# only, is the friendship 
of our order. 
■ 
Another primal article in our creed 
is Charity. It is a term of all terms 
least understood and oftenest misap­ 
plied. 
It lias become a synonym for 
aims, confounded with benevolence. 
Institutions for relieving the sick or 
starving, places of refuge where the 
public discharge the duties of common 
hum anity upon an economical plan, 
by organized action, have borrowed 
tho sacred phrase. Insurance against 
broken limbs,cracked skulls and early 
death, although paid twice for by the 
victim, is paraded under the head of 
Charity. 
Tho act of taking one’s 
money during his lifetime, to be re­ 
turned without interest to his heirs 
when death shall have stopped his 
ability to produce, is called Charity. 
It is not this commerce in health and 
gambling upon accidents that we rec­ 
ognize in our faith. Tt is “ that spark 
ot Divine love—that part of God him ­ 
self, planted within his image to make 
it nearer like himself—the hud of hea­ 
ven, the flower of Gethsemaue, the 
crown of Christ.” It is the charity 
described by the scholar of the Jews, 
tlie man of Tarsus, the teacher of the 
Christian world, the inspired apostle, 
the sublimity of whose eloquence lias 
been, and through all timo will be, ■ 
unrivaled and unimitated. 
But, sir, the principal object of our 
organization was political. 
Not in 
the narrow meaning given it by (he 
demagogues with whom policy has no 
other signification 
than 
personal 
emolument, nor yet the subdivision of 
the people into parties, but in a broad­ 
er sense—a governmental sense. I t 
was political in the sense that it was a 
league of right*thinking, honorable 
men for the establishment and m ain­ 
tenance of a system of government for 
themselves, their associates and chil­ 
dren, upon tho principles of tlie broad­ 
est freedom, tlie highest liberty,“ that 
liberty whose essence, whose end, 
whose boast, whose fruit is security.” 
It was horn of tlie feeling th a t every 
man was the equal of e v c y other 
man; th at every man had the right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi­ 
ness: a conscience unfettered; that the 
people wero the source of power, and 
the good of the people the political 
object of society itself. 
I t was not 
alone to the inauguration of such a 
system, tlie laying the foundation of 
this proud monument which was des­ 
tined to throw its shadow across the 
iwo great oceans of tlie earth, and 
draw around its base the lovers of lib­ 
erty from every land and clime. 
Nor 
yet to carrying up the column, or 
placing on its sum m it the lofty, hea­ 
ven-kissed capital. But it was to tiie 
protection, maintenance and perpetu­ 
ation of the structure tlie members of 
our order were pledged. 
That the attem pt to establish such a 
system was a success is best attested 
by tlie growth, development and pros­ 
perity of our country during tlie half 
century succeeding the revolution. 
Beneath this benignant system enter­ 
prise was encouraged, art fostered, sci­ 
ence nurtured, religion protected and 
education made free for all. 
Our gov­ 
ernment was strong because it was 
pure. 
It awarded to its citizens equal 
rights at home and secured tlie same 
tor them abroad. 
There was no m an 
beneath tlie security of the law, there 
was no man above the reach of its De­ 
heats. 
The aim of the laym au and of­ 
ficer, the private citizen and the pub­ 
lic, active statesman, was for the 
country—the whole country—for all, 
the good of all, the security of all, the 
prosperity of all, the blessing of all. 
The sweet and lofty music of the Fare­ 
well Address was yot heard in the 
land and the memory of Jefferson and 
Adams still preserved and venerated. 
A public office was a public trust, and 
tlie breach of ita c rim o . The Consti­ 
tution had a fixed and settled m ean­ 
ing and was an organic law; tho Ark 
of the Covenant, upon which none had 
the tem erity to lay impious hands. 
The Judiciary was an independent 
branch of tlie government and adm in­ 
istered justice unawed by tho require­ 
ments of ward leaders and pot-house 
politicians. Congress was a body of 
honest and wise law-makers, not an 
association of public plunderers. The 
Executive was the father of the whole 
country, not the leader of a clique or 
faction. Tlie public lands were the 
cherished property of the nation, care­ 
fully guarded for the good of all, not 
tlie’ accredited plunder of grasping 
corporations and corrupt Cabinet offi­ 
cers. 
Respectability and honor con­ 
stituted the reward of merit and vir­ 
tue, and were not purchasable with 
mining stocks or coal-oil. 
In short, 
our government was h o n o re d at home 
and universally respected abroad. 
Is it so to-day? Does it occupy the 
proud position of other years? 
Can 
we boast of our prosperity? 
Can we 
turn witli pride to tlie purity of the 
elective franchise? Dare we boast of 
that higher liberty and freedom? Can 
we truthfully claim th a t individual 
security of high and low in property, 
thought, religion and social standing? 
Let us for a moment contemplate the 
spectacle we present to the world. 
Where stands our Executive? Cling­ 
ing to the traditions of our fathers? 
Seeking to m aintain immaculate the 
system of original organization? 
Is 
lie venerated and loved as were tlie 
earlier Presidents? 
Is his thought of 
and for tlie good of tlie whole coun­ 
try? Or must we painfully acknowl­ 
edge that lie is intoxicated with the 
sweets of power, and, representing 
the dangerous principle of centraliza­ 
tion (which is but a milder name for 
anarchy), is unwilling to surrender up 
his trust ? 
Look at our Congress! Day by day 
and year by year for more than a dec­ 
ade the steucli of its corruption lias 
sickened the world and outraged the 
nostrils of divinity, Bribes, backpay, 
franchises, Credit Mobilier, plunder, 
treason,wanton and open robbery, are 
written unblusliingly upon the pages 
where of old was inscribed the proud 
record of honest legislation! 
Look at our Judiciary! Bending the 
constitution to meet the demands of 
those whose slave it has become; over­ 


turning settled principles at the bid­ 
ding of Gaatcrs, and rendering our ju ­ 
risprudence as uncertain as the com­ 
mon law was secure! 
Look at our cabinet officers! Openly 
and notoriously chosen and confirmed 
after standing for years convicted of 
being the enemies of the people! 
Look at our financial department! 
Managed for tlie interest of those who 
give us serpents for meat, and stones 
for bread, and who ask us and tlie 
world to accept for money tlie prom ­ 
ises to pay of a government whose 
credit they liave destroyed, whose 
honor they liave debauched! 
Look at our public land system! 
That grand area whicli it was the 
boast of our fathers should remain for­ 
ever the property of tlie nation, (only 
as it m ight be given for homes to the 
lovers nf freedom who sought to live 
beneath the shadow of our tree), tra­ 
ded to corporations in quantities large 
as empires, to be transferred through 
tlie indirect channel of railroad bond 
and mortgage to the capitalists of the 
old world! 
Is there liberty of conscience? Or is 
there not to-day sounded from tlie 
very head of our government the toc­ 
sin of religious war? And is it not 
true th a t the banner of sectarian strife 
is waving in every school district in 
tlie land? 
Look at the general prosperity of 
the country! 
W hy is it that your 
grapes are rotting upon your vines; 
that your grain and wool find no m ar­ 
ket; that tlie miners of Pennsylvania 
are warring for bread; tlie factory 
hands of New England dying for sus­ 
tenance; and tlie laborers of the great 
metropolis of our nation, the empire 
city of tlie world, mad w ith famine* 
and want? W h y is it that virtue, ed­ 
ucation and honesty, when placed in 
the social scale witli ill-gotten wealth, 
kick the beam? and character and pa­ 
triotic truth are feather weight with 
coin? I t is because our Temple is no 
longer carefully watched and guarded 
as the home of freedom. 
It is because 
our people are no longer true to that 
elevated governmental liberty anchor­ 
ed in justice, grounded in equality, 
furnishing security. 
Brethren, the 
remedy is w ith tlie people, with us, 
and those who believe with us. It 
needs braver hearts and stronger arms 
to-day to m aintain our edifice than it 
did to found and erect it. The cry is 
to tlie front, and restore our govern­ 
ment to its pristine glory! 
Standing in this presence to-day not 
as an alarmist, viewiHg the immedi­ 
ate past, and alive to the indications 
of tiie present, I solemnly assert that 
unless tlie people are fully aroused 
and with firm and honest purpose, a 
broad sense of their responsibility and 
an universal unanim ity rally to the 
supportof the governmental principles 
Red Men cherish, the setting sun of 
the nineteenth century will cast its last 
sorrowing beam upon a republic over­ 
thrown. 
But, sir, if all honest men who love 
our country for what it was, and be­ 
lieve in American liberty as it was 
christened, will join upon the broad 
platform of our order, we m ay trans­ 
mit to posterity our Temple unim ­ 
paired, a government loved by its citi­ 
zens, honored by the world, and pro­ 
tected by the approval of the Everlast­ 
ing God! 
The eloquent oratorclosed amid con­ 
siderable applause, after which tho 
Quartette Club sung “ L ig h t” in a 
creditable manner. The band gave a 
fine selection, a benediction was pro­ 
nounced by Rev. W m. H. Hill, and 
the Tribe marched back to the W ig­ 
wam. 
In tlie evening Turner hall was a 
scene of great gayety. 
About one 
hundred couples joined in the light 
fantastic, and tiie dance was kept up 
until a late hour. The supper, fur­ 
nished by Mr. Gehring, of tiie St. 
Charles,was one of the best ever giveu 
in Los Angelos. Taken altogether tlie 
celebration was a success highly cred­ 
itable to Shominac Tribe.
